Lecture To EiiglisK A n d 
^ Philosophy Students On 
Polish Development 

•Tb« Influence.^ which h:iw ivi'footod 
the Development ot l\iland, as se«n 
from • Cultural Pi>im of View" was 
the euhject of a speech g-iven yc-icr- 
das' Iti Moyse Hall by Romr.ii liyl>o- 
akl, IYof<s»»or ^t Ensrllsh l-iiorature. 
at the University of Cr-icov, Pol.^nJ. 
In hli IrcturA, J^ofesjor DybosUl 
traced the *ftoct 'shich the .«iueecRslvc 
European cU-illrationj h.\v» lis.1 upon 
tJje cultur&l and poliiioal Jlf» of 
Poland, and how they haA-e beçn in- 
•tumenta] ia «.haping the dct^tlny of 
thla much opprftfsed country. 

The speaker w«î introduced hy 
P4-of«seor AVmiam Caldwell, Slr,Wil- 
11am MacDon.ald Trofestor of Mor.il 
Philoeophy. Professor Caldwell ha* 
al^j-a taken much Inter»*! in the 
affaira «t Poland, and Ibj"". y^ar paid 
a liait 10 Cracow, which incidentally 
is one of ttie oldeyi centfir» of Ie.\rn- 
iJig In BuKopa WhUe at Cracow he 
made the acquaintance ot rrofess^ 
Dyl>oslcl, and it «as larirely du« to 
hto efforu thai l^ofe.ssor Dyboiki 
paid the TiElt to McGill. 

Ia hie address, in which he showed 
a remarkabli command ct the English 
language, he presented to his audience 
a picture of the Intellectual side of 
Polish life, which heretofore had tnost 
prohably escaped ajost of his bearera 
Thlf outline began at the time when 
. Poland emere<ed as a definite country. 
In the tenth century, and continued 
to the time when, although disrupted 
by three great European nations. It, 
the Kew Poland, at last rose phoenis- 
Ilke from the ashes of the Old. 
. Poland has produced men and vo- 
men' whose names will live fcr ever 
In the realms of Littrt'-ure, Art. and 
Music. It was the. scholars of PolBcr". 
eometimes conceal'ng'. their boncha* 
lance, who kept the spirit of their 
country alive in the dark period when 
the Klngdons of foland could not be 
found on any map. These men and 
women refused to believe that the 
normal life of a country could be car- 
ried on If that country were under 
the yoke o* t hostile power. They 
perpetuated their beliefs in thfdr 
writings, and by them Inspired their 
tellow-oountrym'en;.wltb a desire to 
regain th°e Indopendence of their 
country. 

Professor Dyb.oski continued by en- 
umerating some of the Illustrious clt- 
irens of Poland, men and women 
known the world over, and associated 
with every manner of Intellectual un- 
dertakings. It was such people as 
theee that represented the real Poland 
he remarked, and it wajs they who 
eslablitihed a literary and artistic 
I'ield of endeavor in tholr homeland. 
One reason he advanced to explain 
the prominence of Poland was the 
eagerneiB of lier ci'.izons to absorb 1 
knowledge. All the Intollectual forces j 
which permeated Europe did not pass 
b}' Poland, for iicrc tbcy found a race 
of poople who appreciated to the full- 
est .extent the learning that .came to 
them. 

Poland feels that she must look 
back and attempt to conform her 
(lorious pasi with hop brlilLant future 
that Bhe should cast her jjazi.' boyond 
the time when it was thought that 
Poland's star had set back to the 
golden ago In the r.ixt'><jntli ocnluiy 
when Poland produix-d ao many fig- 
urea of ouUitandlng ablllly. 11 would 
Beetn, however, that Ijer «tar has risen 
again, and that it i.i dcMllned to cast 
Its light over all th^' r lvili». d v.orld.
